OF THE 


HON. ROBERT MORRISON, MAYOR, 


AT THE 


ORGANIZATION OF THE CITY COUNCIL, 


- PORTSMOUTH N. H., JANUARY 4rn, 1859. 


MAYOR’S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 


In entering upon the duties of the new year, I can- | 
not but congratulate you on the improved condition 
of the city as compared with its situation at the com- 
mencement of the last. 

At that time, the wheels of mechanical labor had 
been suddenly checked ; and every branch of industry 
in our city was seriously affected by the general pros- 
tration of business that extended throughout the coun- 
try. Calls for assistance by those thrown out of 
employment were numerous ; and both private charity 
and the finances of the city were frequently called 
upon to give relief. 

At this period, however, both individual and corpo- 
‘rate efforts were made to give work to the unemployed. 
Extensive improvements were planned and executed 
in some of our public buildings ; the Steam Factory 
resumed its operations, affording relief to a large num- 
ber of operatives ; employment was given to others in 
our ship yards, although the capital invested promised 
an uncertain return; many laborers and mechanics 
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found employment in the work connected with the 
construction of the new Custom House; and a still 
larger number at the Navy Yard. 

By these means, after a few months of darkened 
prospects, a better day seemed to dawn upon us ; 
business appeared gradually to revive ; and the cur- 
rents of industry once more began to find their accus- 
tomed channels ; so that the inhabitants of this city 
have been made to feel, at least, as lightly the effects 
of the late stagnation in business, as those of any 
other place of the same population. 

By an act passed at the last session of the legisla- 
ture, in amendment of the city charter, the time for 
holding the municipal election hes been changed from 
the second Tuesday of March to the fourth Tuesday in 
November ; and the inauguration of the city govern- 
ment, from the fourth Tuesday of March to the first 
Tuesday in January. | 

This alteration in time has separated the City from 
the State elections; and has made the municipal to 
correspond with the civil year. 

I am happy to recognize in the present members of 
the City Council those who before have had the expe- 
rience of serving in the same capacity ; who are 
familiar with the duties of their respective offices, and 
who know the condition of the city and the wants of 
its citizens. I shall therefore, at this time, offer but 
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few suggestions ; but shall take occasion from time 

to time to recommend to you such measures as may 

appear to be conducive to the interests of the city. 
FINANCES. 

No part of your official duties will require more 
careful inquiry, closer observation or more vigilant 
oversight, than the appropriation and disbursement 
of the City Finances. Ample appropriations should 
be made to meet all the expenses accruing in the sev- | 
eral departments under the city government; and it 
should be the aim to have a surplus left at the end of 
the year to be applied to reducing the city debt. 

In making up the general appropriation bill, it will 
not be good policy to reduce each specific appropriation 
to the lowest sum that may possibly be sufficient ; for 
unseen causes of expenditure occur every year; and 
if the appropriations are found to be insufficient to meet 
the demands upon the treasury, the unavoidable conse- 
quence must be, an increase in the city debt ; whereas 
the city debt should, if possible, be annually dimin- 
ished; for it is as ruinous to a city, as to an individual, 
to be encumbered with an accumulating debt. 

As the financial year is now made to close on the last 
day in December, the time between that and the first 
Tuesday in January, renders it impossible to make a 
report of the condition of the City Finances at this 
time. From what is known, however, I have reason 
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to believe that there will be enough to pay the bills 
against the city as they become due; also to pay the 
overdraft of $2,000 at the Bank of New Hampshire, 
negotiated in March last by a city ordinance. 

During the past year $500 of the city debt which 
became due, was paid; also $608, for expenses prior 
to 1853, making the sum of $1108, for which no 
appropriation had been made. 

I would call your attention to making provision for 
the payment of $5,500 of the city debt that becomes 
due in March next, for which 5 1-2 per cent. interest 
has been paid ; and for $2700 due in August, bearing 6 
per cent. interest. It is quite probable that a new 
loan could be obtained to meet these payments at a 
much more favorable rate. | 

I am happy to say that all cases of litigation in which 
the city has been a party, excepting two, have been 
brought to a close. 

One of these is for damages for injuries said to have 
been sustained by Henry Palmer in stumbling over 
lumber near Middle Street Church in November, 1356. 
The several Boards before whom the claim has been 
presented, deeming it unjust, refused to pay it; anda 
suit was brought which has been continued to the next 
term of the 8. J. Court. 

The other is a claim for damages for land, formerly 
belonging to the Brackett estate on State street, taken 
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for a street; which damages were paid to James 
Smith, administrator of the estate; which payment 
some of the heirs refuse to acknowledge. 

Besides the usual’ appropriations, $500 was paid 
towards furnishing a Sell for the North Church, which 
the city is to have the free use of for city purposes in 
allfuture time. 

The Court House has undergone thorough repairs ; 
the roof has been shingled; the grand jury room 
altered to meet their wants; and the Court room 
greatly improved to suit the purposes for which it is 
used. The expense was $793 19, which was $142 19 
above the appropriation. 

POLICE. 

‘The number of cases brought before the Police 
Court from January 1, 1858, to January 1, 1859, was 
102 ; of which 84 resulted in conviction. Of the 
latter number, 20 were bound over to the Supreme 
Judicial Court. The number of persons brought 
before the same Court for the last quarter was only 
ten, six of whom were convicted. 

During the two years of my official services, I have 
had no occasion to change my views, as expressed on 
two former similar occasions, in regard to the 
manner in which the police regulations should be 
administered. A firm yet conciliatory course has been 
attempted to be pursued ; and if there be any improve- 
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ment in an evil which a former custom has entailed 
upon us, itis to be attributed more to an enlightened 
public sentiment than to any physical force that has 
been or could be brought against it. 

STREETS. 

The good condition of the Streets is a subject which, 
at all times, should claim a share of your attention ; 
not only that our citizens and the public generally may 
be accommodated, but also from motives of economy, 
since the city is held responsible for their being kept 
in good repair. 

The amount expended on the streets the past year 
was $2122 22; while the appropriation was only 
$1800; leaving an excess of expenditure over the 
appropriation of $322 22 

The sum usually appropriated is barely sufficient 
to keep the hundred streets in our city in tolerable 
repair, without making many permanent improvements. 
I would therefore recommend that a more liberal sum 
be raised, sufficient to grade and pave the water course 
of some portion, at least, of one of the principal streets 
each year. This, in a few years, would show its 
economy as well as utility ; since such portions would 
need but little repair for a long period. 

The street at the corner of Bow and Penhallow 
streets has been widened, at an expense of $75. 
Several new sidewalks have been constructed and 
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others relaid; the expenses of which are within the 
appropriation for that purpose. 
ROADS. 

The sum appropriated the past year, for roads out 
of the compact part of the city, was $1000 ; while the 
sum drawn from the city treasury for that purpose, was 
only $890 32, making a saving in the expenditure less 
than the appropriation, of $109 63. 

Of the sum expended, $259 62 was laid out for 
ordinary repairs by the Road Surveyor in District No. 
1 ; $175 by the Surveyor in No. 2; $215 42 in No. 
3; and $124 was expended on Belmont (Sodom) road 
to remove an indictment against the city. 

BRIDGES. 

Extensive repairs have been made during the past 
season, on Liberty and Sagamore bridges. The 
expense of the former was included under that of 
streets ; but for the latter, a specific appropriation of 
$300 was made ; while the expenses incurred exceeded 
that sum by $91 67. But expenditures like this, can 
never be governed by an appropriation, as the city is 
held responsible, at all times, for their safety. 

OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. | 

It is gratifying to know that the expenditures of the 
department of the Overseers of the Poor have fallen 
far short of what they were the year previous. 
Although there are still many calls for assistance 
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among the poor in the city, they are much less than 
last year. 

The number of inmates at the Almshouse, the past 
season, has been much smaller than the year before ; 
the expenses have been considerably reduced and the 
season has been favorable to the principal crop of the 
farm. 

For an account of the Almshouse and City Farm, I 
would refer you to the Overseers’ and Superintendent’s 
Report. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

It gives me pleasure to speak in terms of high 
praise for the continued efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment. Fortunately for our city, their services have 
been needed the past year, only in a few instances. 
But then they answered promptly to the call. 

Each of the companies is under good discipline, well 
equipped, having a good engine, and suitable appara- 
tus ; and the best feeling prevails between the members. 

The engine houses are in good condition; but 
another building is much needed for the Hook & Lad- 
der Company, and for storing the City Hose. 

A city that has suffered so much by extensive con- 
flagration, can hardly estimate too highly the value of 
a well organized and efficient Fire Department. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
Our Public Schools should continue to receive, as 
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{Ley have heretofore, the fostering care of the City 
Government ; and suitable provision should be made 
for their support : for in them are contained the germs 
of the future men and women, who are to give a 
character to our city ; and whose influence will be 
felt through succeeding generations. 

It is sufficient to say, they continue to merit the 
high reputation that has been so justly awarded to 
them. 

I would suggest for your consideration the propriety 
of erecting or purchasing a suitable building for the 
accommondation of the Female Grammar School in 
district No. 1, that would also accommodate a primary 
school, as the rent now demanded is considered unrea- 
sonably high. 

It has not been customary on occasions like this to 
give a detailed account of any of the departments 
under the city government, since full reports under 
each head are annually made by their respective 
officers. 

These reports, together with the City Accounts, 
are now in process of preparation, and will, in a short 
time, be published and put into the hands. of all our 
citizens. 

Having alluded to some of the principal subjects that 
will come under your supervision, [ cannot conclude 
my remarks without expressing the deep obligations I 
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feel myself under to my fellow citizens for the liberal — 
tokens of their confidence in electing me for the third ~ 
time to an office of such important trust. 

I shall be happy to co-operate with you in whatever 
may tend to promote the interests of the city, hoping 
that a wise Providence may guide us in our delibera- 
tions, prosper our efforts, and continue to us the many 
blessings we enjoy.
